Since deleted records are not carried over in the download data and to prevent
duplicate records from accumulating in the tables you should do the following
every Sunday:

a. Run the deleteSession.bat to delete the current session records.

b. Load the current session data.
You will also need to add innodb_file per table to the my.ini file for windows or
my.cnf file for Linux, in the [mysqld] section. This will prevent your MySQL
ibdatal file from growing each time you delete and add records. The MySQL
InnoDB engine does not reclaim deleted space.
Some unzip programs will not extract all of the files from the zip archive and will
not give you a warning. We are using Windows OS recommend using 7zip
instead.
